Leaders Arc Confident. 


"Talking with an intelligent group 


of St. Petersburg revolutionists, I waa 
informed that, while they'believed the 
strike would bo victorious, they ftiliy 
realized they were staking everything 
upon the issue and that failure would 
set back their cause for several years, 
They said they were devoting their ef- 
forts to shaking the 
foundations 
of 


Rusian finance, in full confidence that 
once i.ho existing regime was .over- 
thrown they could as quickly build an- 
other, and that foreign nations would 
be as ready to advance money to a 
democratic republic as to the autoc- 
racy. 


"They emphatically denied that they 


were Inciting the peasantry to commit 
agrarian outrages, declaring that these 
outrages were the work ol: the social- 
ists, but they did not: deny the advo- 
cacy of the distribution of the crown 
lands among the peasants. 


"In conclusion they declared that in 


the event of the failure of their cause 
they would have recourse to terrorism, 
choosing their victims from all classes 
of society."..

He sued out a writ of 
habeas corpus in the Circuit Court, 
alleging that oven if the offense charg- 
ed had been committed it was "r.o de- 
nial to JIaples. a person of African 
descent, by reason of his race, of the 
right, privilege ami immunity of a 
trial by jury to determine his guilt 
or innocence oC the charge of murder." 
The writ was refused by the circuit 
court, and now on the appeal the right 
ro it is denied by the supreme court. 
From the allegation of the writ it is 
apparent that Higgins bases his de- 
fense on tho difficulty, it" not the im- 
possibility, of showing that the at- 
tempted lynching was influenced by the 
fact of Maples' race.

P2TETJMONIA. 


t have told you before how to treat 


pneumonia, the best and safest method 
of home treatment that could be de- 
vised. In fact, whether it be at homo 
in a hospital or sanatorium, the plan 
of treatment of pneumonia in its va- 
rious stages by the use of. hot and cold 
applications is so superior to the com- 
mon drug treatment, that the percent- 
age of cases cured will be greatly in 
favor of the druglcss method. 


Right here let me say a word about 


the lungs in fat and lean people, as it 
is pertinent to this subject. 
Only a 


small portion of. the oils and fats par- 
taken of are used otherwise than for 
keeping us warm, and they must be 
burned in order to keep the proper 
temperature of the body. There is a 
chemical five burning within our bodies 
all the time and that flre must be sup- 
plied with oxygen or it will not burn. 
The lungs are used for the purpose ot 
supplying the oxygen, and in order to 
dispose of surplus fats without setting 
up a fever in the body there must be 
good lung capacity. 
Very fat people 


do not. as a rule, have very stronrJ 
lungs, nor of great capacity. They do 
not breathe deeply enough, and when 
a cold is taken and the weakened and 
already over-worked lungs are begin- 
ning to fill up with blood the distress 
is so apparent that it seems as it the 
person wouia suffocate very quickly, 
and in fact many of them do. 


There Is an immense amount -of fat 


or oil In the body of such a person, 
and it seems to be on flre, and yet it 
is not being burned in the right way. 
The lungs tave not been trained and 
developed, but are 
lazy 
and 
weak. 


Enough oxygen cannot now get into 
them to supply the body and the pa- 
tient dies. A thin, slender person does 
not have the same disadvantages to 
contend with, his lungs are as strong 
and large, and perhaps -have-Tnore ac- 
tion, than those of the fleshy person, 
and there is not so much fuel stored in 
the body. Therefore, the cold which 
developed into pneumonia in the c«se 
of the fleshy person m»y develop into 
something entirely different la toe thin 
person, 


INFLAMMATION OF THE 1UNGS.' 


A great many lives are unnecessarily 


given up in the fight between life and 
death In this well known trouble, called 
by many Inflammation of the lungs. 
It should not terminate in death, and 
will not if the proper care and treat- 
ment are given. 
To 
be perfectly 


truthful, it Is a dangerous condition of 
the lungs, but with the knowledge of 
the right kind 
of treatment 
to be 


given, can be overcome. 
It Is gen- 


erally supposed that if one has a deep,' 
strong voice, and has the apparent ca- 
pacity of taking full, deep breaths by 
bulging out his chest, that his lung 
capacity must be great also. As a mat- 
ter of fact, this is not always the case. 
It is the muscles of the chest and tho 
diaphragm that arc the controlling cle- 
ment, and if these arc strong an* sup-1 
pie tho breathing may be deep and the 
voice full, and yet the 'lungs will be 
puny and in poer condition. 


Sometimes 
those who 
have 
the 


largest chest expansion 
will be the 


most susceptible to lung troubles, and 
even while lying helpless In bed one 
would think from the vibrations of the 
chest that breathing is perfectly nor- 
mal. 
Such is not the case, however. 


Mu«h of the air does 
not enter 
the 


lungs at all, but is simply circulating 
around them and the patient is, in all 
probability "suffering 
the most 
ex- 


quisite pains in his lungs. 
They feel | 


compressed and closed up so that little j 
air is allowed to pass into or out of j 
them. If the lungs were in good con-1 
dition this trouble would not arise and 
it is caused by the lungs allowing an 
over-abudance of blood to flow into 
them and remain there, filling them 
to their greatest capacity. This should j 
not be. the case, as the lung* should re- j 
ccive and expel the fresh air and blood j 
with every upward movement of the: 
diaphragm, and inward movement of. 
the muscles of the chest. In this move- j 
mcnt the lungs expand and allow t h e j 
pure, fresh air and clean, clear blood 
to enter and meet. These, in turn, pro- 
mote the continuance of life by t.hcir 
exchange of the elements needed to as- • 
sist each. 


Briefly stated, the best thing to do 


for such a condition when tho person 
is strong and fleshy is to use cold com- 
presses on the chest. Keep changing 
these until the distress is relieved. In 
most cases, and especially whc'n thin 
in flesh, the patient will need fomenta- 
tion also as described in a recent lec- 
ture, if the body is cooled too much. 
Hot bran mash poultices are also good 
to use on the lowor part, of, the nock 
and between the shoulders, but y o u j 
must be careful and not have them hot j 
enough to burn ti)e patient. The ponl-j 
lice to the shoulders should not be ap- 
plied until after the terrible fever of 
the lungs is cooled down quite thor- 
oughly, 


A case of which I have heard, was 


that of a 'woman who suffered from a 
very bad attack of congestion of the 
lungs—that is the lungs become too 
full of blood. A doctor was called and 
could do nothing, in fact what he did 
made the patient worse, and she pre- 
pared to die. The idea of a hot fomen- 
tation to the feet and legs and colcT 
compresses to the lungs was suggested 
by a student of my system. This idea 
.was firmly declined by the physician 
and hooted at by some of the friends 
of the sick woman. Finally, without 
tire knowledge of the doctor, the- treat- 


ment was begun, and in ten minutes 
the patient felt better, and continued 
to Improve, while the doctor, of course, 
took the honor of the cure upon him-
